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ABSTRACT 


This inventioQ relates to a bcw field bean variety that 
produces distinctly colored yellow seed which remain rela- 
tively unchanged by season. The invention also relates to a 
method for producing a field bean plant by crossing a first 
parent field bean plant with a second parent field bean plant, 
wherein the first and/or second field bean plant is the field 
bean plant of the present invention. 
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
